LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION 

Do you know what Lutheran World Action is? It is a co-operative 
effort on the part of all branches of the Lutheran Church on the 
North American Continent, to help our Lutheran brethren round 
the world who have been affected by the war. We are perhaps apt 
to think that now that the war is over, there is no more need. But 
just the opposite is true. 

We have heard a good deal about “orphaned missions” during the 
war. It is estimated that over half the Lutheran Missions in the 
world are orphaned—thirty-eight fields, served by two thousand 
missionaries, are cut off from their parent bodies. An outstanding 
example of this is the Tanganika mission in Africa. All the 85 
missionaries in this field except one, were interned. What hap¬ 
pened to that mission without leaders and without financial support? 
There were those who would have been glad to take advantage of the 
situation. There were the pagan people living there—they would 
be happy to see their converted brethren lapse in heathenism. There 
were the Mohammedans—ready to make followers of Allah and his 
prophet out of the Christians. There were the Roman Catholics, 
eager to convert the Lutherans to the Roman faith. There were 
other Protestant groups eager to buy our fine schools, churches and 
hospitals on the field. But Lutheran World Action stepped in, mis¬ 
sionaries were borrowed from other fields, money was raised, and 
the work went on. But this is only one field out of 38. What of 
the others? Their fate depends on the action of the whole Lutheran 
Church. The Canada Synod is planning to raise $100,000.00 for this 
work in 1946-47. How much will our Synod raise? How much will 
we, of this congregation contribute to this cause?
